Nursing--From Domestic Help Status To a Profession

Retires After 44 Years in the Field

A Torrance nurse was
guest-of-honor Monday at a
reception held at the Tor-
rance Memorial Hospital

was honored for her out
standing record of profes.

sionalism as a career nurse
Retiring after 44 vears as a

RN, Mrs. Reinardy is end
ing an association with
Torrance Memorial which

spans the past 18 years. She
had served as head nurse
since 1955 and was patient
care coordinator at the time
of her retirement

The 2:30 p.m. reception
was attended by medical
staff, nursing personnel and
other hospital employes
Mrs., Reinardy received
many gifts from her former
associates and a plant and
a corsage from the medical
staff, The presentation was
made by Mrs. Viola Ander
son, director of nursing. A
huge cake, inscribed with
“Good Luck,” was served
with punch to over 100
guests

Commenting on some of

the highlights of her long
career, Mrs, Reinardy said
that during her student

nursing days from 1921 to
1924 at St, Joseph's Hospi
tal, Denver, she put in a 20
hour day. The student
nurses worked 12 hours
then attended lectures and
demonstrations, In addition,
students even slept on a cot
in the patients’ rooms, she
said

After graduation in 1924,
she began private duty
nursing, Her group, under
a very progressive super-
visor, demanded and got a
12 hour working day

“It wasn't until 1930 that
nurses achieved an eight
hour, five and a half day
week, Mrs. Reinardy said
“With the advent of World
War 1, the doctor and nurse
shortage became so severe
that all nurses worked un-
believably long hours. Some
times on night shift a nurse
handled 38 patients alone
without any help from aides
or LVNs, This is quite a 1a
tio when compared to to

another major difference in

the professional status of
nurses, “Back in 1921,
nurses were compared to

domestic help. They had to
dust the rooms and sweep
the floors, No nurse was al
lowed to wear cosmetics or
bob her hair. For a 12 hour,
six day week she earned $30
a month as a beginner.”

“Today nurses are highly
specialized, Beginneps earn
approximately $600 month.
ly. They no longer do uny
housekeeping ¢ ores. By
comparison, nurses now ad
minister intravenous feed-
ings, give blood transfu
sions, read cardiograms and
nurses working in intensive
care units are permitted to
give medicine in 1Vs."”

“Today's highly skilled
nurses have less time for
giving baths and feeding pa-
tients and are now assisted
in these chores by LVNs
and aides,” she said

Mrs, Reinardy added that
she loved the bedside care
part of nursing and as a
head nurse always made it
a point to make rounds

and talk to each patient, It
gives them a sense of secur-
ity to know that the super-
visor is interested in them
as individuals, she said

Mrs. Reinardy's husband,
Ray, will retire in four
years from Ducommon

Metal Supply Co. They are
already busily making plans
for a long trip to Sweden,
France, Ireland and Eng-
land. Since her husband was
a 20-year navy man, Mrs,
Reinard, said they plan to
travel by ship. While in
Sweden they will visit with
Anna Stein-fiall and Karen
Engblon, both former Tor.
rance Memorial nurses,

In the meantime, Mrs,
Reinardy keeps busy as an
active member of the Altar
Society of the Nativity Cath-
olice Church, visiting shut-
ins, reading, playing bridge
and writing letters to
friends and former patients
from all over the world

Mrs. Reinardy said she
misses the daily routine of
nursing duties, but on the
other hand, sleeping late in
the morning is nice, too,
